July 1 6 —The business 
affairs of Colonel J. M. Guffey, Demo­ 
cratic leader of Pennsylvania, m em ber 
of the national committee and one of 
the hest known oil and coal men of the 
entire country, have been placed in 
the hands of a receiver. 
The assets 
of Colonel Guffey are said to be $17,- 
000.000; his liabilities less than $7,- 
000,000. 
Inability to realize on his as­ 
sets, which consist 
largely of coal 
lands in W est Virginia, is said to be 
the reason for Mr. Guffey’s em barrass­ 
ment. 
The receivership proceedings caused 
a sensation. 
John S. Willard of P itts­ 
burg was appointed receiver and was 
placed under $100,000 bond by the 
courts. 
Mr. Guffey has issued a state­ 
ment expressing regret that it had be­ 
come necessary 
th at his affairs be 
placed in the hands of a receiver, but 
it would afford protection to himself 
as well as to creditors. 
“ My assets are more than double 
the amount of my obligations, and I do 
not expect the receivership to con­ 
tinue for any great time,” said Colonel 
Guffey. 
It is set forth in the receivership pa­ 
pers that he is the largest holder of 
West Virginia coal lands in the coun­ 
try, his holdings in that being 136,700 
acres. About three years since, or pre­ 
viously to the panic, Colonel Guffey in­ 
vested Heavily in coal lands there, and 
it is thought that has in the main been 
responsible for his trouble. 
Politics 
have 
played 
perhaps 
as 
much of a hand in his affairs as in­ 
vestm ents in coal lands. 
The P itts­ 
burg man who began as a very poor 
boy took a hand in Pennsylvania poli­ 
tics quite early iii life, and for many 
years has been acknowledged as the 
leader of Democracy in this state. His 
pocketbook was long and always open 
to both state and national causes of 
Democracy. 
Seemingly a natural lead­ 
er, he came into national prominence 
in politics in 1897, when he was elect­ 
ed Democratic national com m itteem an 
from Pennsylvania, replacing William 
F. llarrity. 
Guffey came into the na­ 
tional political game as a Bryan man, 
which made his quarrel with Colonel 
Bryan three years ago all the more 
spectacular, 
it was a t the Denver con­ 
vention that Guffey was practically 
read from the party by Bryan, who had 
Colonel Jam es K err m ade com m ittee­ 
man in his place. K err died soon after 
his election and Guffey was again

Baked potatoes are a staple article 
of diet in most families. 
They are 
inex pensive and easy to prepare. 
Yet 
constantly as they are used It is rare 
to find one well baked—the skin ie 
either burned or the contents are not 
mealy. 
Do not have the oven too hot fo r 
baked potatoes. 
If they are done In 
a moderate heat for a longer 
time 
they will be more evenly cooked. 
Pricking the small end of a potato 
with a fork before putting in the oven 
w’ill keep the skin from bursting. 
A German cook noted for her de­ 
licious baked potatoes washes them 
carefully, then rubs the skin 
with 
pure lard before putting them in the 
oven. 
They are much more delicate 
and tender all
